Now, using yarn B [C], join side seams in 
same way as shoulder seams. 

Join right side and sleeve seam in same way. 
See below for finishing Instructions. 

FINISHING INSTRUCTIONS 

After working for hours knitting a garment, it 
seems a great pity that many garments are 
spoiled because such little care is taken in 
the pressing and finishing process. 

Follow the text below for a truly professional- 
looking garment. 

Pressing 

Block out each piece of knitting and following 
the instructions on the ball band press the 
garment pieces, omitting the ribs. Tip: Take 
special care to press the edges, as this will 
make sewing up both easier and neater. If 
the ball band indicates that the fabric is not 
to be pressed, then covering the blocked out 
fabric with a damp v4rite cotton cloth and 
leaving it to stand will have the desired effect. 
Dam In all ends neatly along the selvage 
edge or a colour join, as appropriate. 

Join both shoulder seams using back stitch, 
or mattress stitch if preferred. 

Stifching 

When stitching the pieces together, 
remember to match areas of colour and 
texture very carefully where they meet. 

Use a seam stitch such as back stitch or 
mattress stitch for all main knitting seams 
and join all ribs and neckband with mattress 
stitch, unless otherwise stated. 

Construction 

Having completed the pattern instructions, 
join left shoulder and neckband seams as 
detailed above. Sew the top of the sleeve 
to the body of the garment using the 
method detailed in the pattern, referring to 
the appropriate guide: 

Straight cast-off sleeves: Place centre of 
cast-off edge of sleeve to shoulder seam. 
Sew top of sleeve to body, using markers as 
guidelines where applicable 
Square set-in sleeves: Place centre of 
cast-off edge of sleeve to shoulder seam. 
Set sleeve head into armhole, the straight 
sides at top of sleeve to form a neat right- 
angle to cast-off sfs at armhole on back 
and front. 
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Shallow set-in sleeves: Place centre of 
cast-off edge of sleeve fo shoulder seam. 
Mafch decreases at beg of armhole 
shaping fo decreases at top of sleeve. 
Sew sleeve head into armhole, easing in 
shapings. 

Set-in sleeves: Place centre of cast-off 
edge of sleeve to shoulder seam. Set in 
sleeve, easing sleeve head into armhole. 



Join side and sleeve seams. 

Slip stitch pocket edgings and linings 
into place. 

Sew on buttons to correspond with 
buttonholes. 

Ribbed welts and neckbands and any areas

Putting a towel or two into the wash will help 
with the felting process. When the wash is 
complete allow the swatch to dry and then

PAHERN NOTES 

This design is created by using the modular 
knitting technique to make the first square 
onto which each following square is 
added using a combination of casting on 
and picking up stitches. The variegated 
colouring in the main colour (A) has been 
used to create the striped motifs with odd 
stripes of contrast colours added to create 
flashes of interest. Work in the contrasting 
stripes wherever you want to.

1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat 
to the measurements given on our diagrams, 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water 
depending on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up, 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with 
cotton, wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams 
first, then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing by 
sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from 
wrong side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winnerl 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the 
length of yarn in each ball as well as the weight So if the pattern 
uses 10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 
1,300 metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn 
and divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get 
the number of balls you need to make the item, 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if 
the original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight 
would be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls 
of new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by 
the weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total 
that you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that 
you are on the right track, 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you 
just want to use up yarn in your stash.
